A box of yellow cake mix; to this add I cup of water, 
and 1/3 cup oil. Beat for 2-3 minutes on medium 
speed. 

Pour into a greased and floured bundt pan. I use a 
silicon bundt mold so I place it on a baking sheet first 
before filling, and bake it on the sheet. 

Bake at 350 degrees for 35-40 minutes or until tooth 
pick comes out clean. Usually takes the 40 minutes. 

In the meantime, put 1/2 cup sugar and 1/2 cup
